Mast it Please Your Excellency, 


We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1914. 

It is with deep regret we report the death of R. Y. Tyrrell, Esq., Litt.D., Constitution of 
S.F.T.C.D., for many years a member of the Board. Doctor Tyrreljs period of Commission, 
service as a Commissioner was considerably longer than that of any of the existing 
members. He was a "continuing Commissioner” under Section 3 of the Scheme, 
and he had been originally appointed so far back as July, 1881. The vacancy thus 
caused had not been filled at the close of the year covered by this Report. Subject 
to the vacancy referred to, the members of the Board, both appointed and elected 
remain the same for 1914 as those for 1913. The names of the Commissioners are 
given infra. Appendix A, No. 1, p. 10. 


We held Quarterly Meetings on January 22, April 23, July 23, and October 15, Meetings and 
1 n a Special Meeting on March 12. This latter was summoned for the discharge Attendances, 
ot business involving the use of the Common Seal, which can take place only at 
Board meetings. At the meeting of January 22 we elected Very Rev. J.' M. 

Hamilton, M.A., D.D., to be our Chairman, and Right Rev. Monsignor Byrne P P

Income . — Compared with the returns given in our previous report, our gross 
income from all sources shows an increase of £158 9 s. Id., the figures being 
£6.387 16s. 5 \d. in 1914 as against £6,229 6s. 10 \d. in 1913. Rents are up by £136, 
this increase being mainlv due to a more successful year’s collection on the Tyrone 
and Carysfort Estates, and Dividends also are higher by £23, principally as the 
result of increased lodgments in respect of interest in lieu of rent due to us out of 
the three estates sold under the Irish Land Act, 1903. Miscellaneous^ Receipts, 
which vary from year to year, are on the present occasion reduced by £1 7s. 3 d. 

Expenditure . — Our expenditure on estate outgoings, cost of management, etc., 
is £904 17s. 8d. as compared with £736 12s. 2d. in the previous year. This increase 
is due to the payment of a large Bill of Costs on the Tyrone estate which had been 
accruing since 1897. Were it not for the discharge of this claim the outgoing 
would be normal. The amount applied to educational purposes during the year is 
greater than that of the previous period by £131 14s. 4 d., the figures being 
£4,999 8s. 4:d. in 1914 as against £4,867 14s. Od. in 1913. 

Balances . — Our Income for the year exceeded our Expenditure by £83 17s. 1 \d., 
and the sum total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1914, was accordingly 
greater by that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the 
previous year. 
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Capital .— No change has taken place during the year in the nature of the 
Securities held by the Board, and our Stock Account remains as it was at the date 
of our last Report. See Memorandum Account, pp. 14-19. 


ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

Notwithstanding the fact that three of the Selected Schools failed to qualify General, 
under the Scheme during the past year and that the total School roll is still a 
diminishing quantity, we believe that, on the whole, the Schools sharing in these 
endowments continue to be efficiently conducted. Save for the points just mentioned, 
the returns dealing with the Schools, the educational results, and the condition of the 
buildings are, speaking generally, of a satisfactory character. For full particulars 
on these items, we would refer to the Reports of our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s Inspector, visited the various Schools last September. These Reports will 
be found in Appendix C, pp. 25-30. 

The total number on the Rolls of the Schools under the control of the Local Numbers. 
Boards for the year 1913-1.4 was 686 as compared with 714 for the previous year. 

This is a marked falling off, and is the more significant in view of the fact that for 
the four preceding years the returns registered a constantly diminishing number, the 
figures being 820 in 1909-10, 771 in 1910-11, 747 in 1911-12, and 714 in 1912-13. It 
will thus be noted that between 1909-10 and 1913-14 the total roll has fallen from 820 
to 686 — a difference of 134 or 16'3 per cent. It is just possible that the problem of 
falling numbers, which is fast becoming a serious one for some of the Schools, may be 
somewhat eased as one of the results of the War, parents who under other circum- 
stances might wish to have their children educated abroad not being likely to send 
them far afield in such troublous times. 

The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1914 was 
383 out of a possible 433, or 88 per cent, of gross Intermediate Rolls. This per- 
centage is higher than that of several previous years, and has, we think, been only 
once exceeded m the history of the Scheme. 

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools, taken as Efficiency, 
a whole, is creditable. Out of 383 pupils presented for examination 261 were suc- 
cessful, that is the percentage of Passes is 68, as compared with 60 last year. 

This is a substantial improvement. The general results for the whole country have 
also improved, but they have not done so to the same extent, the general percentage 
being 59 in 1914 and 55 in 1913. • It will thus be seen that the Schools sharing Tn 
these endowments still maintain their higher percentage of Passes, and whereas in 
1913 that superiority was represented by a percentage of 5, m 1914 it rose to a 
percentage of 9. 

The condition of Armagh, Raphoe, Dungannon and Enniskillen Royal School School Premises. 
Buildings may be described as good, but that of Cavan Royal School cannot be 
regarded as satisfactory, and expenditure on the last named building has become 
pressing, if the premises are to be fairly maintained. The urgent attention of the 
Local Board concerned has been called to this matter. The Schools under the Roman 
Catholic Boards are all in good condition, the buildings being comparatively modern, 
and the task of upkeep proportionately light. 

Of the twelve Schools selected by the Local Boards of Education, we are satisfied « Qualified 
that nine have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify them Schools.” 
to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence - 
of this qualification the Certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, who visited 
each of the Schools in September, 1914. See Appendix C, pp. 25-27. ’ Particulars 
as to the disqualification of the three remaining Schools are also set forth in the same 
Appendix, p. 27. 

In view of the fact that two of these latter Schools had qualified under the 
ocheme for many previous years, we exercised in their favour the dispensing power 
vested in us under the First Schedule, and we allowed them to share in the" endow- 
ments of their respective districts for the year 1913-14; even though they had not 
qualified ” for that period. 
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In connection with the three failures just referred to, representations were made 
to us early in the year that, as the result of the discontinuance of the Preparatory 
Grade Examinations by the Intermediate Education Board, it had become more 
difficult for Schools to qualify under the Scheme, and that the increased strain thus 
imposed was likely to prove too much for some of the smaller Schools. After con- 
sideration we have decided to apply to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests for Ireland to alter the Scheme by reducing the number of Passes 
required from seven to five. (First Schedule — Qualified Schools.) 

We print in Appendix D, pp. 32-44, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards 
of Education. The amount distributed among- those Boards for the benefit of their 
respective School Districts was £3,468, allocated as follows : — Armagh, £830; 
Cavan, £255; Donegal, £221; Fermanagh, £944; and Tyrone, £1,218. 

We also paid to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic Board the income of their respective Building Funds; and to the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board the rent received for Portora Point. 


OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment . — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, in- 
cluding dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Abbeyleix 
Schools, and small Miscellaneous Receipts, was £925 6s. 3 d. as compared with 
£927 11s. lOd. for the previous year. The amounts allocated to the several Schoois 
having claims on the Endowment, after payment of the necessary outgoings, were ns 
follow : — King’s Hospital, Oxmantown. £161 18s. Id., Preston School, Navan, 
£373 16s. 8 d. : and Preston School, Abbeyleix, £302 11s. 7 d. 

Preston School , Navan. — We print, infra, p. 31, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector. We note with regret that the Returns accompanying 
the Report compare very unfavourably with those of the previous year, The 
Roll has dropped from 28 to 19 and the average attendance from 22 to 13. Further, 
of the 5 pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1913 the number 
who passed was 3, while of the 4 presented in 1914 none passed. In this 
connection it is only fair to .state, however, that during the year the School was 
deprived, through death, of its Headmaster (Venerable Archdeacon Rennison, M.A.), 
who had been in failing health for some time previously. The system of Scholarships 
reported on last year, as having been established under the Amending Scheme, is still 
in operation. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. — We print infra, p. 31, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The number of boarders has been materially 
reduced, and the total roll is now only 20. The number presented for the Inter- 
mediate Examinations was 7, of whom 5 passed, the answering of one Senior Grade 
candidate being particularly creditable. These figures compare favourably with 
those of last year, when only 4 pupils were presented and 2 passed. The Preston 
Scholarship attached to this School, value £20 a year for two years, has been awarded 
to J. Harvey Bennett, Trinity College, Dublin. The Local School Authority has 
recently taken into its serious consideration the financial condition of the School, 
which for years has been far from satisfactory, with the result that some improve- 
ment may soon be anticipated. 

Carysfort Endowment. — The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three under 
Roman Catholic management. The total sum available for educational purposes 
was £136, which we divided equally between the Schools under Protestant and those 
under Roman Catholic management. The National Board Inspectors classify the 
Aughrim and Mucklagh Schools as “Good” and the other three as “Fair.’ - This 
estimate of the educational efficiency of the Schools is higher than that of last year, 
when one School was pronounced “ Good” and four “Fair.” We regret to report 
that the totally unsuitable premises at Mucklagh are still in use, the Manager having 
failed to secure a contractor to undertake the building of the new School within the 
financial limits fixed. An explanation of this failure will be found in the circum- 
stances that the district is very isolated and the work a comparatively small one. 
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The Leamy Endowment , Limerick. — During the year we distributed between the 
Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £220 4s. Id. For particulars as to the 
efficiency and general condition of the Schools, see the report of the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector which is given inf ra, p. 31. The Leamy High School (Leamy Protestant 
Board) concluded its first year under its new 'Staff in June last, and is once again 
recognised by the Intermediate Education Board. Considering tile difficulties of a 
first year, satisfactory work has been accomplished, much new equipment has been 
introduced, and promise is given of increased educational results in the near future 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk— Three Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for 
15 pupils, the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for 15 pupils, and Christian 
Schools, Dundalk, for 3 pupils. We divided- the sum of £53 12s. ad. amongst them 
m proportion to these numbers. 

Banks Endowment, Ey recourt. — The Trustees of this Endowment not being in 
a position to submit a plan for its application, we consulted the Manager of Eyre- 
court National School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, and, acting on 
his suggestion, we decided to continue the application of the funds in that School 
to a purpose similar to that adopted in preceding years, viz., the teaching of such 
technical subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, Cookery, etc. The sum available was 
£15 Is. 6<L The Report of the Organiser of Cookery and Laundry instruction, 
appointed by the Board of National Education, pronounces the work to be “good.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments. — We paid the 
following sums as prizes to Junior Grade pupils in the various localities, on con- 
dition that the money should be applied towards the payment of the winners’ school 
fees for the ensuing year £12 to pupils of Schools 'in the Dioceses of Leighlin 
and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, £28 to 
pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, and £40 to pupils 
of Schools in King’s County (Banagher Royal School District). We also paid a sum 
of £36 as grants towards the better equipment of the Intermediate Schools in this 
district. 

With regard to the Banagher Endowment, Doctor P. King Joyce, who was in 
receipt of an annuity of £60 out of its funds, died on December 22, 1914, and m 
future the money at our disposal for the promotion of Intermediate Education in 
King’s County will be increased by the amount of the annuity. 

Lattone School (Anne Hall Endowment).— The portion of the income of this 
Endowment, applicable to Lattone School, continues to be devoted to the reduction of 
the debt incurred in repairing and enlarging the old schoolliouse. The two school- 
houses are now in a very satisfactory state of repair. The report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector is printed, infra, page 31. 

Limerick Diocesan School Endowment. — No expenditure was incurred in respect 
of this Endowment during the year/ and on December 31st last the property in our 
possession, in addition to the School premises, consisted of £63 Is. 6d. Government 
Stock, £310 12s. 6^. Railway Stock, and £67 5s. 5 d. cash, the income for the year 
being £35 15s. Id. J 


ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

In Appendix B, IV., and V., pp. 22-23, we give Summaries of our Rentals for 
the year 1912-13, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. 

Rentals. — As compared with last year, the gross rental on the present occasion 
shows a decrease of £2o 14s. 5 d., the figures being £1,823 7s. 2 d. now, as against 
£1,849 Is. 7 d. in 1913. Carysfort Estate remains unchanged; Tyrone Estate Rental 
Proper is increased b}^ £4 3s. lcl.- — three slight reductions, the result of judicial 
fixtures, being more than counterbalanced by four new lettings of Spent Boo- for 
agricultural purposes— and the Tyrone Estate Bog Rental, which varies from °y ear 
to year, is diminished by the substantial sum of £29 17s. 6d. 
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Arrears . — The general condition of the arrears compares unfavourably with 
that of last year; the total sum outstanding having increased from £1,626 9s. 3 cl. to 
£1,629 4s. 4 d. Taking the estates separately, Carysfort, at the date the account was 
rendered (May 1, 1914), showed that less than a year’s rent had been collected, and 
that the former arrears of £20 11s. Sd. had risen to £35. The Agent attributes this 
increase to the prevalence of the Foot and Mouth Disease, which prevented the 
tenants from disposing of their stock, and it is only fair to add that within a month 
from the rendering of the accounts he had collected a sum of £31 15s. 0 d. On the 
Tyrone Estate the net result is a decrease of £11 13s. 2>d. in the arrears £5 10s. 6 d. 
on the Rental Proper, and £6 2s. 9 d. on the Bog Rental. That this is the sixth year 
in succession in which he has effected an improvement in the Rental Proper is to the 
Agent’s credit, and that he has collected more than a year’s rent in thirty cases, 
thereby reducing the arrears by £72 7s. 6t£., is further in his favour. But in fourteen 
cases, seven of which were already in arrears, absolutely no rent was paid, with the 
result that a good collection from some of the tenants is all but counterbalanced by a 
bad collection from others. The Agent, having been asked for an explanation as to 
why no rent was collected in respect of fourteen holdings, replied : — That three 
tenants, the sum of whose rents amounts to £19 15s. 8d., had paid since the returns 
were furnished : that five had promised to pay at an early date : that in the case of 
three holdings collection had been delayed owing to legal proceedings resulting from 
the marriage of the widows of the former tenant : that he had ejectments against two 
tenants : and that with another he hoped soon to come to terms. 


The Bog Rental has been reduced from £124 17s. 0 d. to £94 19s. Qd., and the 
number of lettings from 265 to 229. It is pleasing to note that the arrears show an 
improvement of" £6 2s. M . — £132 2s. 4 d. being reduced to £125 19s. Id . — but it 
should be observed that no rent was paid in respect of forty-four of the lettings. 

As the result of an analysis of the Agent’s returns we were not satisfied that he 
had fully carried out the instructions issued to him in July, 1913. as mentioned in 
our Report for that year. We have, accordingly, renewed those instructions, 
emphasising the necessity of their being strictly adhered to, and we hope that the 
adoption of this course will result in checking the growth of fresh arrears and in 
further improving the condition of the old arrears. 

All which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report in 
the premises.

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to report that I have audited the Accounts of the Commissioners of Education in 
Ireland for the year ended 31st December, 1914, under the provisions of the Educational Endowments 
(Ireland) Act, 1885. 

The investments remained unchanged. During the year, the Commissioners successfully negotiated the 
purchase of the Head Rent of the Armagh Estate, £30 13s. id. The Purchase Price, including Solicitor s 
Costs, was £603 8s. llcf Pending the receipt from the Irish Land Commission o! the proceeds ot the sale 
of the Estate, the Commissioners in order to pay for the redeemed Head Rent, obtained an advance from 
their Bankers on favourable terms. They deposited as security their £1,000 Stock of the Cork and Macroom 
Railway. 

The Arrears shewn as due by Tenants are of about equal amount with those of the previous year. 
The Commissioners have persevered in their efforts towards having the arrears reduced. 

The Accounts of the Year were kept with care and accuracy.

GENERAL REPORT 

With regard to the Inspection for the Year 1013-1914 of the Schools selected by the 
Local Boards of Education to share in the 

Ulster Royal School Endowments. 


As Inspector appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the school year 1.913 1914, I made 
my Inspection of these Schools in September, 1914. The number of such schools on the present occasion 
is similar to that of last year, viz., twelve, the Fermanagh Protestant Board having again selected the 
Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, in addition to Enniskillen Royal School. 

The subjoined Table shows the accommodation of the Schools and the numbers on their Rolls 
respectively : —

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School Rolls— Once again a substantial reduction in the total number of pupils on the rolls has to be 
recorded, the figures for the year just closed being 686 as compared with 714 for the previous year. This 
is a substantial reduction, and, further, this is the fourth consecutive year in which a diminution has taken 
place, the total drop for the four years amounting to no less a number than 134, or to 16-3 per cent, of the 
roll registered in 1909-10. For this persistent reduction it is difficult to account, although some Head- 
masters seem to think that last year’s rolls, at least, were adversely affected by the political unrest prevalent 
in the North of Ireland. Be this as it may, the continued shrinkage constitutes a serious situation for the large 
boarding schools, and one which is not likely to be improved by the present unfortunate war. 

If the figures for the past year be analysed it will be found that the number of boarders is reduced by 
18 and the number of day pupils by 10 ; while, if we distinguish between the sexes, the boys’ roll is less by 
38, and the girls’ greater by 10. Strangely enough, exactly half the number of schools (i.e., six) can boast 
of increased rolls, but unfortunately those increases are in all cases insignificant and are more than counteracted 
by the decreases, for the most part substantial, which have taken place in the other six schools. The most 
remarkable of those latter are: — St. Eunan's, Letterkenny, 14; Royal School, Enniskillen, 11 : and St. 
Macarten’s, Monaghan, 8. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the gross roll of the schools has been reduced by 2S, the total Intermediate 
roll — that is, those available for the Intermediate Examinations — shows a decrease of only 4, viz., 433 instead 
of 437. This fact would tend to suggest that the various schools are now more fully discharging their mission 
as Intermediate Schools. Of the 433 possible candidates, 383 were presented for examination, that is, 8S per 
cent. One school (St. Macarten’s, Monaghan) sent forward its total possible number, and two other schools 
approximated very closely to this fine performance ; but making due allowance for the backward condition 
of some of the junior pupils, especially as regards languages, we can scarcely expect a liigher general percentage 
than that recorded on the present occasion. It is one per cent, higher than that of last year, and,- in my 
experience, it has been only once excelled. 

Educational Efficiency. — Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the schools 
taken as a whole, have done well. The successful candidates number 261 out of 383 presented for examination, 
that is, the percentage of “ Passes ” is 68 as compared with 60 last year. This is a substantial improvement, 
but then it. is to be borne in mind that the general results for the county as a whole also show improvement, 
although not to the same extent, the general percentage being 59 now, as against 55 in 1913. Accordingly 
the schools selected to share in the Endowments still maintain a higher percentage of “ Passes,” and on the 
present occasion their superiority in this respect is represented by a percentage of 9 as compared with one of 
5 last year. Taking the sexes separately in our particular schools, the boys have done much better than the 
girls, the percentage of “ Passes ” being 69 and 61 respectively. On the other hand, in the general results for 
the whole of Ireland the girls have shown themselves superior, their percentage of “Passes” being 60-8, 
while that of the boys is 58-5. 

Of the twelve selected schools no less than seven can boast improved results. Further, whether judged by 
high percentages, by the number of subjects taken, or by the few failures in individual papers, those results 
are of an eminently satisfactory character. In this connection special mention should be made of Armagh 
Royal School, St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, St. Eunan’s, Letterkenny, Royal School, Enniskillen, Ladies’ 
Collegiate School, Enniskillen, and St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, all of which include at least three languages, in 
addition to English, in their curricula, while their percentages of successful candidates range from 69 to 100. 
Of the remaining five schools, one has just maintained its previous position, three have suffered partial 
reverses, and one has failed very badly. To this last, viz., Raphoe Royal School, further ieferencc will be 
made under the head “ Qualified Schools.” 

A close analysis of the results obtained by the various schools goes to show that the vast majority of the 
failures this year occurred in the Junior Grade, and were the result of weakness in languages. This is scarcely 
surprising when one considers that many of the Junior Grade candidates have but one year’s preparation in 
those subjects. English and Arithmetic and Algebra, weak last year, were this year particularly strong, 
except in one school where there were wholesale failures in the latter subject. 

Buildings, Equipment, etc. — The following statement, made last year, is equally true on the present 
occasion : — “ The buildings, taken as a whole, are now in very fair condition, and the teaching appliances 

and equipment — if we except some of the desks, which are almost relics — are sufficient and suitable 

Generally, the liability for the upkeep of the Royal Schools is fairly discharged ; but in the case of Cavan 
some expenditure has now become urgent.” 

In Armagh, Raphoe, and Dungannon Royal Schools much effective painting has been done, and, in addition, 
a dormitory, of the last named school has been much improved by the removal of cumbersome cubicles. A 
similar improvement has been carried out at St. Macarten’s, Monaghan. A dormitory has been wainscotted 
in Enniskillen Royal School, and the interior of St. Patrick’s, Armagh, has been brightened and refreshed. 

In connection with the premises the following points were noted : — 

Armagh Royal School. — A gloomy classroom would be much brightened by the removal of some trees. 

Cavan Royal School. — The roof, hall door, and defective gable need attention. 

Raphoe Royal School. — The roof of gymnasium is slightly defective. 

St. Elman’s, Letterkenny. — Ventilation of out-door sanitary arrangements is neglected. 

Enniskillen Royal School. — Several damp spots still point to a defective roof. 

St. Macarten’s, Monaghan. — Flushing of outdoor w.c.’s leaves something to be desired, and corridor 

of west wing is damp. 

St. Michael's, Enniskillen. — Ceiling outside small schoolroom needs attention. 

St. Patrick’s, Dungannon. — The grounds surrounding the school still present a very neglected 

appearance. 
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Health , &c. — Scarlatina broke out in one of the schools, and the infirmary had to be requisitioned. Happily, 
however, the attack did not spread and was quickly stamped out. Another school suffered slightly from 
Chicken Pox ; otherwise the schools generally present a clean bill of health. For the most part the attendance 
was good, but the female pupils of Raphoe Royal School and Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, left some- 
thing to be desired in this respect. In nine of the twelve schools instruction in drill is being regularly given ; 
it- is hoped that the remaining three will soon make provision for this important subject. Discipline is 
uniformly well maintained. 

Free Places. — All the schools provided free education for at least two pupils. The competition was, 
however, in many cases far from keen. In one school there was no applicant, and in three schools the number 
of applicants was less than, or only equal to, the number of places offered. On the other hand, the proportion 
of candidates to places was large in the following schools : — St. Patrick’s, Cavan ; St. Eunan’s, Letterlcenny; 
St. Macarten’s, Monaghan ; and Royal School, Dungannon. 

Local Boards. — The Various Boards have efficiently discharged their duties under the Scheme, and their 
records are accurately kept. The attendance of lay members — frequently a weak spot with some of the 
Boards — has improved. 

Schedule I., Qualified Schools. — The following three schools have failed to “ qualify ” on the grounds 
stated : — 

1. Ladies' Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — There were only sixteen pupils within the prescribed 
ages : the Scheme requires twenty. Only five pupils “ passed ” the recent Intermediate Examinations : 
the Scheme requires seven. 

2. Cavan Royal School. — There were onty sixteen pupils within the prescribed ages, and only four 
“ passed ” the recent Intermediate Examinations. As stated above, the numbers required are 20 and 7 
respectively. 

3. Raphoe Royal School. — Not a single pupil passed the Intermediate Examination this year : the 
minimum number required by the Scheme is seven. 

The Enniskillen School has never yet qualified, but the cases of Cavan and Raphoe are very different. 
In my experience, extending now over a period of twelve years, Cavan has never failed before, and Raphoe 
only once, viz., in 1910-11. Further, Cavan suffered a set back just at the beginning of the school year, when 
the late Headmaster left, and most of the boarders failed to return. However, things are now righting them- 
selves, the roll has increased, the Junior Grade class is certainly above the average in intelligence, the new 
Headmaster is energetic, and I have little doubt that the school will soon regain its former position. With 
regard to Raphoe, the present Headmaster had in the previous two years raised the percentage of “ passes ” 
from 26 to 69. This year’s reverse is, I believe, only temporary, it having been brought about mainly by 
weakness in one subject (Arithmetic ancl Algebra) to which additional attention is now being paid. 

Under the circumstances I would respectfully suggest that the Commissioners should exercise the dis- 
cretion vested in them under the First Schedule of the Scheme in favour of Cavan and Raphoe Royal Schools, 
and dispense with the conditions which those schools have failed to fulfil during the past year. 

Certificate. — With the exception of the three schools above referred to, I am satisfied that all the necessary 
conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg to report the compliance by each of the other nine schools with the 
requirements of the Scheme in respect of the school j r ear ended August 1st, 1914. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the subject of 
further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

Detailed Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector- 


Armagh Protestant Board of Education.- -The Board met six times, and if we except one of the Governors 
appointed by the Diocesan Council, the attendance, botli of representative and co-opted members, was 
good. During the year a sum of £102 was locally subscribed towards the Maintenance Fund, and some 
very effective colouring has been done to the staircase leading to the lower classrooms. The condition 
of the premises generally, is now very fair. The removal of some trees would considerably brighten one 
of the classrooms — generally used by the headmaster— it is now distinctly dark, and when funds permit, 
the dining hall should be coloured. The records of the Board are admirably kept, all information being 
forthcoming at a moment's notice. 

Armagh Royal School. — The number of day boys has increased by 5, and the total roll shows a similar increase- 
69 taking the place of 64. The Intermediate results are very satisfactory, the percentage of Passes having 
risen from 44 to 69, which contrasts very favourably with the 12 per cent, drop (from 56 to 44) chronicled 
last year. On that occasion, marked weakness was betrayed in Latin and English, but things have now' 
cpiite altered, if we except the Lower Form of the Junior Grade, where one naturally expects to find 
weakness in languages. But even here, 66 per cent, passed in French. It may be mentioned, that, of 
the 30 pupils presented in the Senior, Middle and Advanced Form, Junior Grades, only one failed in 
English. Mathematics were uniformly good, and speaking generally, the College Staff have ever}' reason 
to be satisfied with the results of the year’s work. 

Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education.— At the five meetings held during the year the attendance 
of members was uniformly good. The provisions of the Scheme are being observed, and the Minutes 
and Accounts are Well kept. It is noted with pleasure that the Local Board (which is a corporate body) 
is being used as a means for vesting Diocesan property. This course might be adopted advantageously 
by other Diocesan- authorities. 

St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. — The School roll is slightly increased — 46 instead of 44. The Intermediate 
results are still distinctly satisfactory, the percentage of Passes being 75- 7, but not quite so good as last 
year, when the high-water mark of. 82 per cent, was reached. Seventy -five per cent, of the failures 
occurred in the Junior Grade, where languages were the fatal subjects. Last year, languages, with the 
exception of Irish, were particularly strong, while on this occasion, Irish appears to have improved its 
position at the expense of the other languages. French and Drawing are taught as required by the Scheme . 
The wing comprising the large dormitory and study hall, in which such persistent signs of dampness 
appeared is now being radically treated, and it is hoped that a satisfactory result will be obtained. Much 
painting has been done through the house during the year. Everything is in good order. 

Cavan Protestant Board of Education. — Some changes have taken place in the personnel of this Board, the 
Rev. Mr. Cronhelm and Rev. Mr. McElfatrick being new members. Seven meetings were held, and the 
attendance of the clerical representatives was very good. That the residents of Cavan are interested in 
the School is proved by the fact that they have guaranteed eight scholarships of eight guineas each for 
two years. Their public spirit has had its reward, the intelligence of the present pupils being, in mv 
opinion, much above the average. But something should now be done for the premises. The defective 
gable has not yet been seen to ; plaster has fallen from one of the indoor walls, and the hall door and roof 
sadly need attention. 

Cavan Royal School. — The new headmaster has had a trying yea)-, as, except for a very short period, he had 
no boarders, and the roll of day boys was reduced to’22. With the beginning of the present term, things 
have improved not only in quantity but in quality, and judging by the spirit and intelligence which came 
under my notice I shall be surprised if the School does not accomplish a very successful year’s work. Of 
the eight available for the recent Intermediate Examination six were presented, and four passed, while 
of the latter not a single one failed in any subject in which he was examined. I regret to report that the 
School has failed to qualify in the following , — (1) 7 “ Passes ” are required — there Were only 4 ; (2) 20 
pupils within the ages of 12 and 19 should have put in 100 attendances during the school year. There 
were only 16 within the prescribed ages, and only 14 of these had the necessary number of attendances. 
I think it is safe to anticipate that the School will make good all these deficiencies during the coming year. 

Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. — Statutory meetings have been held, the attendances being 
good on the whole.* The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed. It is noted with pleasure 
that the candidates for Free Places are above the average both in numbers and in material. Three of 
them made a favourable impression during a brief examination of the Preparatory Grade. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. — The roll is slightly larger than that of last year (78 instead of 76), a reduction 
of 7 day boys being more than made good by an increase of 9 boarders. The percentage of Passes practi- 
cally reaches the high level of last year (80-4 instead of 81-8), and that, too, although a more extensive 
number was submitted to examination — 80 per cent, of the Senior Grade passed, 66 per cent, of the Middle, 
and 91 per cent, of the Junior. Were it not for some English failures in the Middle Grade those fine 
results would be even better, and the following satisfactory points may be noted (a) Of 42 pupils pre- 
sented in Greek, only one failed ; (b) there were only two failures in Latin, Irish and Geometry, and three 
in Arithmetic and Algebra, the number presented in these subjects being 46. French is no longer taught 
as an Intermediate subject — Latin, Greek and Irish being the languages taken— but instruction is given 
in accordance with the requirements of the Scheme. The house is in good order and well furnished, the 
latest addition being equipment for an outdoor gymnasium. 

* One lay member, however, failed to put in the requisite number of attendances. 
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Donegal Protestant Board of Education. — Two members attended none of the five meetings field during tfie 
year, but the majority of the Board, as in past years, devoted much time and attention to the interests 
of the School. Much painting has been done, and the premises generally are in very good condition. 
One small point, however, may be mentioned, namely, what appears to be a defect near the glass portion 
of roof of the gymnasium. It is a pity that there are not more candidates for the Free places offered 
under the Scheme. 

Raphoe Royal School. — The School roll is slightly larger than that of the previous year (33 instead of 31), but 
I regret to say, that judged by the Intermediate results there has been a collapse in one branch of the 
educational Work of the Schoo I . This is all the more surprising seeing that the results for the past two years 
under the present headmaster were so satisfactory — a percentage of 26 in 1911 having risen to 54 in 1912, 
and to 69 in 1913. This year out of 12 pupils presented not a single one passed. For this it is difficult to 
account, but it is only fair to say : — (1) That, as far as I am competent to judge, the teaching is thorough ; 
(2) that this opinion is confirmed by the report of the Inspectors of the Intermediate Board ; (3) that the 
majority of the present pupils are not bright. German, Latin and French were good, English showed 
weakness, and there Was a hopeless breakdown in Algebra and Arithmetic. A system of drill has now 
been introduced for the boarders. 

Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. — Little business devolves on this Board, but such as it is, it 
is faithfully discharged, and the provisions of the Scheme have been duly fulfilled. As for years past 
the attendance of clerical members at the Statutory meetings is satisfactory, but that of some of the lay 
members leaves much to be desired ; disqualification has occurred in the case of one lay member owing 
to defective attendance. Dean McGlynn having recently resigned the Secretaryship, the duties of that 
office have been undertaken by Rev. j. McCafferty, Adm. 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letlerkenny. — The School roll has fallen from 82 to 68, but the percentage of Passes 
has risen from 59 to 71. The results all round are thoroughly satisfactory, and five Exhibitions spread 
over the various grades have been Won. Of ten presented in the Senior Grade, eight passed without a 
single failure in any of the seven subjects in which each pupil was examined. This is certainly creditable, 
and evidences good all round teaching. The majority of the failures (which occurred in the Junior Grade) 
were due to languages, although of the whole 53 presented, only 4 failed in English. The Junior Grade 
class for the coming year is a bright one, but the Senior, which was the successful Middle Grade of last 
year, requires some rousing. The house is in good order. The outdoor sanitary arrangements, however, 
should receive more care as to the condition in which they are kept and in the matter of ventilation. 

Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. — The personnel of the Board remains unchanged, but Rev. Mr. 
Mitchel, who for more than 20 years efficiently discharged the duties of Secretary, resigned during the 
year, and Mr. Sinclair Gunning was appointed to the vacancy. Six meetings were held at which the 
attendance was more than good. As the result of the loss of revenue caused by the reduction of the School 
roll, the problem of ways and means was frequently discussed, and in this connection I am glad to know 
that the present term has opened with slightly increased numbers, both of boarders and da}' boys. It is 
to be hoped that the Governors will soon be in a position to carry into effect the proposed improvement 
in the bath accommodation. 

Enniskillen Royal School (Port ora ). — Again the School roll shows a reduction (59 taking the place of 70), 
and again I am much at a loss to account for it — the efficiency and general condition of the School being 
at least as satisfactory as they have been for many years. But if the numbers are decreasing, the Inter- 
mediate results are distinctly on the up-grade. I have rarely seen better all round returns than those 
furnished this year by Portora. The percentage of Passes has risen from 51 to 76, the failures in individual 
subjects were very few, e.g., three in English and two in Latin (out of 34), one in Greek, none in History 
and Geography, and all this despite the fact that a more exhaustive number was submitted to examination. 
I am glad to note that the majority of the Commercial Class are now reading for fairly high-class appoint- 
ments, but I would again urge that boys seeking admission to that Class, should be obliged to read, at 
least, a partial Intermediate Course. Some useful wainscotting has been carried out in one of the dormi- 
tories. and with the exception of some damp spots, evidently the result of a defective roof, the house 
generally is in good condition. 

Ladies' Collegiate School, Enniskillen . — Five pupils were presented for the Intermediate Examinations, 
and the whole five passed. This is something to be proud of, and when it is remembered 
that in addition to English, Latin, French and German are taken, it is evident that the Staff do not spare 
themselves. For this reason, I regret being again unable to certify the Sthool as “ qualified ” to share 
in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The conditions in which it has been found wanting for the 
School Year just concluded are : — (I) Only sixteen pupils of the prescribed age Were on the roll, the 
Scheme requires twenty ; (2) only five passed the Intermediate Examinations, the Scheme requires seven. 

Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. — During the year death has caused two changes on this 
Board — Canon McDonnell taking the place of Monsignor O’Neill, and Father O’Dougherty succeeding 
Father McGinity. The four Statutory meetings have been held, the attendance of clerical members 
being good, but that of lay members only fair — one of the latter ceases to be a member as the result of 
faulty attendance. The financial position is steadily improving, the debit of £353 at the end of 1912 
having been reduced to £194 at the end of 1913. 

.St. Macarten’s Seminary (Monaghan). — The School roll is somewhat reduced (68 instead of 76), but the 
percentage of Passes has risen from 61 to 69, and in this connection it is to be borne in mind that absolutely 
every available pupil was presented for examination. This is, I think, the proper course, and viewed from 
this stand -point, the result cannot but be regarded as very satisfactory. The Senior, Middle and Junior 
No. 1 Classes Were good, but in the Junior Nos. 2 and 3 Classes there was much weakness in languages. 
This is not to be wondered at considering that the fresh boys have practically to begin at the beginning, 
and that four languages — Latin, Greek, Irish and French— are taken. With the exception of the Classes 
just mentioned, there was no weak subject, and Mathematics, Irish and English were exceptionally strong. 
The house generally is in good condition, except the corridor of the new wing, ■which shows pronounced 
signs of dampness. The cumbersome cubicles, so frequently alluded to, have been removed, and a bright, 
airy dormitory is the result. 
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St. Michael’s (Enniskillen).— The School roll has fallen from 40 to 36, and the percentage of Passes from 60 
to 47-6. As to the roll, one would think that with the large Primary School to act as a feeder, there 
should not he much difficulty in maintaining the numbers at a higher level. The falling off in the per- 
centage of Passes, for which English, French and Mathematics are responsible, is rather serious. It is 
only fair to say, however, that no subject Was particularly weak, and that the present pupils, with a few 
marked exceptions, are not brilliant. The ceiling of the School corridor needs attention ; the playground 
still presents a very neglected appearance. 

Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. — Six meetings were held during the year, the attendance for the most 
part being good, and in some cases excellent. One member, however, who is one of the joint representa- 
tives of the Armagh Diocesan Council, failed to attend a single meeting, and not for the first time. The 
vast majority of the members evinced a keen and intelligent interest in the welfare of the School, and 
much good work has been done during the year. New heating apparatus and three spraying baths have 
been introduced at a cost of £150 ; new gates have been erected ; in the girls’ department an old office 
has been turned into a new classroom, and an additional window has been inserted in the head mistress s 
drawingroom. The premises generally are in good order. 

Dungannon Royal School. — The School roll is practically the same as that of last year (64 instead of 65), but 
the percentage of Passes is much higher, 62 taking the place of 42. There is perhaps no outstanding 
feature of merit, but neither is there any pronounced weakness, although I should like to see better insults 
in English. This last, however, is much better than in the previous year, and other subjects if not brilliant 
are at least fairly creditable. The domestic arrangements are good, the interests of the boarders being well 
looked after. Candidates for the Free Places were rather below the usual standard. Girls Department. 

Of fifteen pupils within the prescribed ages, thirteen were presented and eight passed. One signal success, 
a Classical Exhibition in the Senior Grade, was obtained, but on the whole, the results were not so good 
as those of the previous year. In History and Geography and Mathematics there were many failures ; 
Modern Languages also showed Weakness. But then it should be remembered that the number presented 
for examination was Well-nigh exhaustive. The department generally is in very good order, except for 
damp spots in large dormitory and adjoining passage. Again I should like to refer to the desirability of 
a partition in the large classroom. 

Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education . — Mr. Tohali. an old and esteemed member of the Board and 
its Honorary Secretary — resigned during the year, and Mr. Doris, J.P., Was co-opted in his place. One 
member who was co-opted last year, after failing to put in the necessary number of attendances, has again 
ceased to be a member from the same cause. With this exception, the attendance at the four Statutory 
meetings was satisfactory. The finances of the Board are in a healthy state. The provisions of the 
Scheme have been duly observed. 

St. Patrick’s Academy (Dungannon).- — A strong School roll is still the requirement of this School, the numbers 
having now fallen to 42—18 boys and 24 girls. Out of ten boys available, nine were presented for 
examination, and six passed, that is 66 per cent. Two of the failures Were due to English, and one to 
Latin, but there was no weak subject, and Science and Mathematics were particularly strong. It is noted, 
however, that there is a tendency to give French a very secondary place on the Time Table, which I think 
is a pity. In the Girls’ Department the full number avaialble (21) was presented, and 14 passed which 
also works out at 66 per cent. Latin, History and Geography, Arithmetic and Algebra, all of which showed 
weakness last year, have recovered ; Irish and German, always strong, have maintained their position. 
A pleasing feature is the introduction of a system of Drill which should do much for the physical welfare 
of the pupils. It may be noted that, in addition to English, Latin, French, German and Irish are taken 
a wide curriculum for such a small school. The attendance might be more regular. The buildings are 
in good order, but the surrounding grounds are much neglected.

Scheme No. 55- -Diocese of Meath. Preston (Navan) Endowment. 

Navan School.— I visited the Preston School, Navan, on different occasions dnring the past year 
and found an average attendance present and work being carried on with diligence in the class rooms.

I cannot report progress at this School in the direction of industrial training, for which the Endowment 
Was mainly intended. 

The Manager has earnestly endeavoured to promote the interests of the Schools in this direction, hut he 
ispiindered materially by the presence of a most inefficient teacher. I understand that this teacher must 
shortly retire, when an opportunity for placing the School on a more satisfactory foundation will occur, and 
the Manager, who is most earnestly anxious for improvement here will, I have no doubt, succeed. The report 
of the National School Inspector gives the Merit Mark of the School “ Fair.” He states the Senior pupils 
have been intelligently taught, and have made good progress during the year.

Scheme No. 95.— Leamy Endowment, Limerick. 

Leamy Protestant Board.— I regret to note the death of the Very Rev. Dean O’Brien, for many years 
a member of the Board. Seven meetings were held during the year, the attendance being on the whole very 
good. One member, however, failed to attend the requisite number of meetings. The accounts for 1913, 
which have not yet been audited, show a debit balance of £41 14s. 1(M., as compared with £2 5s. 2 d. in 1912* 
the letting of the ground floor of the School premises having necessitated considerable expenditure on repairs’ 
which will in a short time be amply recouped out of the rent received. There was only one free pupil 
from an elementary school on the roll this year, but I am informed that it is hoped two additional free pupils 
will be secured for the coming year. In this connection I think it -would be well that the Governors, should 
ask the National Board Inspector to suggest suitable candidates, the teachers of National Schools being 
naturally adverse to losing their good pupils. 

School. — The School roll is slightly reduced (29) , but the regularity in attendance is substantially improved, 
and the School is once again recognised by the Intermediate Board. In the Junior Department mental 
arithmetic was good, while in the Intermediate Department Latin showed very careful teaching, but in English 
a more intimate knowledge of the text might be expected. The conduct of the pupils was all that could be 
desired, and a decided improvement has been effected in supplying each child with a separate desk. Generally, 
I was well pleased with the tone which prevailed. 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. — The death of Mr. Lloyd caused a vacancy during the year, which 
has been filled by the co -option of Mr. Tidmarsh. The four Statutory meetings were held and were well 
attended, the percentages of attendances Working out at 75 per cent. I am satisfied that the terms of the 
Scheme have been observed, but again I must call attention to the necessity for a periodical inspection, on 
the part of the Governors, of the teacher’s residence, which is at present unoccupied. If the premises are 
neglected now, a large outlay will be required to make them habitable later on. The accounts have not yet 
been audited, but according to the statement shown me, the debit balance has been reduced from £30 Is. 3d. 
to £24 4s. 3d. 

Leamy National School. — Roll 493, present 422. The figures for the last quarter were 487 and 393, 
and for the last year 491 and 401 . Again the Merit Mark is “ Excellent.” Mathematics in the upper standards 
are highly creditable, Composition and Writing much above the average. The premises are well kept, venti- 
lation receives attention, and the conduct of the pupils generally is exceedingly good.

Scheme No. 111.— Preston Endowment, Queen’s County. 

The Local Board. — Four meetings were held during the year, but the attendance of members was only 
fair, the average number present at each meeting being 4-5. Finance received much attention, and steps 
Were taken which, after the present year, should secure that there will be no increase in the overdraft, and 
which in time should effect a gradual reduction in the Board’s indebtedness. As explained before, the Local 
Board have up to this been really living six months in advance of their income. 

School.— The School roll has been reduced from 23 to 20, and on the date of my visit there were only 
14 present. A possible means of increasing the number of pupils would be to make the Governing Body 
representative of a wider area, and to so select the members that each would take a direct and personal interest 
in the School. Seven candidates Were presented for the Intermediate Examinations, of whom five passed, 
the answering of the one Senior Grade pupil being highly satisfactory. Of the classes at Work on the day of 
my visit, I was favourably impressed by the Preparatory Grade, but not so by the Junior Grade. The general 
conditions of the premises and the tone of the School are good. I regret that the number of boarders has 
been materially reduced, as the School is as near an approach to a home as a school can well he.
